WHAT’S NEXT? 
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A SOCIAL centre used by thou¬ 
sands of Harlow’s elderly resi¬ 
dents since it was opened in 1980 
is the latest victim of Harlow 
Council cost-cutting. 

Angry families of regular users of 
the Leah Manning Centre are organis¬ 
ing a petition in a desperate bid to halt 
the changes to services which the 
council claims reflect the increasing 
numbers of elderly people are living 
long and active retirements and have a 


wider choice of leisure and social 
facilities. 

Under plans approved by the environ¬ 
ment and community committee, services 
currently enjoyed by people who have not 
been referred by social services or the pri¬ 
mary health care trust - including drop-in 
lunches, chiropody, hairdressing and danc¬ 
ing - will be stopped on April 1. 

Committee chairman Eddie Johnson 
said only a few people who used the cen¬ 
tre had not been referred and as a result it 
was an expensive service for the council to 
run. 


But Louisa Smith, whose mother Hilda 
Wain (82) is taken to the centre in Park 
Lane three times a week to play bingo, 
enjoy shows and meet up with friends told 
the Star she was disgusted. 

“My mum nearly collapsed when she 
was told she soon wouldn’t be allowed to 
go back,” she said. “It’s the only thing that's 
keeping her going. “She’s made so many 
friends through the centre and it’s the only 
time she gets out of the house. 

“If the council really does go through

with this it is going to be absolutely devastating 
for her and her friends.” 

Harlow Civic Society chairman Stan Newens, 
who played a vital part in securing funding for 
the construction of the centre in his former role 
as the town’s Labour MP, said he was appalled. 

“What the Tory administration is currently 
doing to our town is absolutely appalling,” he 
told the Star. “This outrageous decision will 
deprive elderly people of a wide variety of serv¬ 
ices they really benefit from.” 

The Leah Manning Centre, which opened in 
1980, is named after MP Leah Manning who 
won the Epping constituency - which then cov¬ 
ered Harlow - for Labour in the 1945 General 
Election. She died in 1977 at the age of 91. 

On its own website the council describes the 
centre as “the focal point of Harlow Council’s 
care and provision for the town older’s resi¬ 
dents”. 

But Mr Johnson said: “The changes will re¬ 
focus the service, enabling us to use the centre 
for those most in need and requiring a higher 
level of care. We will be talking to the voluntary 
sector about provision of facilities for the very 
small number of people that used Leah Manning 
Centre on a non-referred basis.”

office and bureaucracy and note that £20,000 has 
been saved from the restructuring of manage¬ 
ment, although I would urge that more savings be 
found. I strongly believe that the officers are held 
accountable in relation to pay and services deliv¬ 
ered.” 

Mr Halfon said he wants to ensure the town’s 
best services and facilities are maintained while 
council tax rises are kept to a minimum. He also 
laid blame for the current financial difficulties on 
the previous Labour/Liberal Democrat adminis¬ 
tration. 

However, he said he was pleased with the 
changes at the Leah Manning Centre, adding: “I 
have been assured that very few people will 
notice a loss of service, with an average drop of 
13 clients a day. 

“I am urging the council to do what they can 
to work with local charities to ensure that these 
people receive the frill social services they need.” 


Museum 'safe for 
now', says leader 


THE immediate future of The 
Museum Of Harlow has been 
secured after council leader 
Andrew Johnson rubbished 
claims the service would shut 
in two months with the possi¬ 
ble loss of jobs. 

He made the statement at a 
packed meeting of Harlow Civic 
Society on Tuesday, which he 
attended to answer questions about 
proposals to move the Muskham 
Road service to the Civic Centre. 

The plan, which first revealed in the 
Star earlier this year, has caused seri¬ 
ous concern among members of the 
group who had heard via the Friends

Of Harlow Museum that staff had been 
told the service would be relocated by 
the end of March. 

It was also rumoured employees at 
the Grade 11 listed building had been 
handed redundancy notices or ‘at risk’ 
letters. 

But speaking at the meeting, Mr 
Johnson said no plans has been 
finalised, no staff had been told their 
jobs were at risk and no changes would 
happen this financial year. 

He said moving the facility was only 
an idea and officers were looking into 


the viability, along with other options 
for the future of the service. 

But he warned the council’s cash 
crisis, which will see the authority 
have to make £2.5m savings in its 
budget next year just to balance the 
books, will see no stone left unturned 
in order to find way of saving cash. 

“Maybe I’m not a very good politi¬ 
cian and have been too honest,” he 
said. 

“I was asked a question by a mem¬ 
ber of the public at a meeting which 
asked if I could guarantee there will be 
no change to the service and I said I 
can’t guarantee that.” 

He said he had not thought of selling 
the building off if the service is moved 
and instead claimed he hoped to use it 


as a money-making public venue. 

Regarding space in the Civic Centre, 
he said he hoped to create a mezzanine 
level to house the museum if his vision 
is realised. 

All but two of the 86-strong civic 
society audience voted for the service 
to be left alone, arguing it is an intrin¬ 
sic part of Harlow’s heritage and 
should not be messed with. 

They also argued over the financial 
viability of a move, claimed there 
would not be room to house the wealth 
of artefacts and that people would have 
to pay parking fees to visit the muse¬ 
um. 

Mr Johnson said he would take away 
all the views aired and use them to 
shape any future decision.

They have already 
written to customers 
who have paid a 
deposit on furniture 
to explain how they 
are affected and con¬ 
firm that, in relation 
to the closing stores, 
the processing of 
any outstanding 
orders will be auto¬ 
matically transferred 
to another Land of 
Leather store nearby 
or dealt with by the 
group’s head office. 

Meanwhile, 
Barratts Shoes and 
Priceless Shoes have 
announced they have 
gone into adminis¬ 
tration in a move 
which could threaten 
stores in Broad Walk 
and the Harvey 
Centre. 

Administrators 
Deloitte LLP are 
seeking agreement 


from creditors to 
place the companies 
into a Company Vol¬ 
untary Arrangement, 
which would allow 
them trade as normal 
for up to two years. 

The firms are the 
latest to suffer from 
the economic down¬ 
turn, which has 
already claimed big 
High Street names, 
including Wool- 
worths and Adams. 

Figures released 
this week show foot¬ 
fall dropped by four 
per cent in Broad 
Walk last month and 
1.3 per cent in the 
town centre as a 
whole. 

However, the 
town is still fairing 
well for shoppers in 
comparison to nat¬ 
ional figures which 
show eight per cent 
fewer people visited 
shops in December.

Shining some 
light on links 
with Norway

I T’S not often the town 
comes together for a 
celebration en masse 
these days, but back in the 
1960s it was a very different 
story. 

Norway Week was one of the 
biggest events in the calendar 
and was attended by a huge cross 
section of the community to 
mark the link with Harlow’s twin 
town of Stavanger. 

The event has been featured on the 
pages of Nostalgia in the past but so 
far few details have emerged about 
what was on offer during the 
occasion. Until now, that is. 

Grace Ward (92) of Pittman’s Field, 
is the wife of former council 
chairman Reg Ward, who served 
from 1963-64 and was involved with 
the event. She has been able to shed 
more light on just how it captured 
the hearts of people in the town at 
the time. 

The week ran in August 1963 and 
was jam-packed full of events to 
celebrate the two town's connections. 
The mayor of Stavanger, Jan 
Johnson, his wife and councillors 
visited the town to take part in the 
event. 

“It was wonderful, just wonderful,” 
Mrs Ward told Nostalgia. 
“Everybody enjoyed themselves and 
had a good time. 

“There were dinners and social 
occasions and all that type of thing. 
We took them to London and visited 
the Norwegian Embassy. Everything 
was laid on for them.” 

The Norwegian Queen of Light 
parade was also held during the 



week. “It was a Norwegian event 
which they did every year and that 
year it was held over here as part of 
the occasion,” recalled Mrs Ward. 
“The atmosphere was very good 
throughout the week but I don’t 
suppose many people know about it 
now. 


“The ties that school exchange 
children forged were very good. 
Some of them were over here for the 
week at the time. 

“Some of the children in the school 
exchange programme visited for a 
month instead of the fortnight and 
that went on for years.”

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Holocaust event 
is lost in mix-up

A COMMUNITY event to mark Holo¬ 
caust Memorial Day in Harlow was can¬ 
celled amid accusations the council did 
not support it. 

Organiser Ian Jackson called off the event 
after failing to secure a venue, blaming the 
authority for showing a lack of interest. 

In previous years it has been attended by about 80 
people, including Holocaust survivors who have 
shared their experiences. 

But former council chairman Mr Jackson claimed 
he had to cancel plans this year because Harlow 
Council failed to respond in time to a request for 
help. 

Instead, a small service was held at the town’s syn¬ 
agogue on Tuesday to mark the 1945 liberation of 
Auschwitz, where more than a million Jews, Poles 
and gipsies were murdered by the Nazis. 

“I couldn’t commit to organising an event not 
knowing that the premises would be available,” said 
Mr Jackson. “Even though they said the Latton Bush 
Centre might be available, we’ve had no contact 
since.” 

The town’s commemorations have been supported 
by the council in the past. In 2005, when Mr Jackson 
was chairman, a memorial was erected in the gardens 
of Harlow Study Centre. 

“The council hasn’t really shown any interest 
since, even though it’s a national event,” said Mr 
Jackson. “It’s such a pity because we’ve had lots of 
interest from people wanting to know what’s happen¬ 
ing this year. 

“It’s an important event to ensure people don’t for¬ 
get the victims of genocide, not just during the war 
but other minority groups that have face persecution. 
It’s very disappointing.” 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said the main hall 
at the Latton Bush Centre was offered on December 
11 . 

“It’s unfair to blame the council for not organising 
it,” he said. “The council has never been responsible 
for organising the event but there is absolutely no 
question of us not supporting it. We are happy to take 
part and the main hall was offered, but officers never 
received notification to book out the room.”

SIR, I was disappointed by your report and sensational 
headline “Anger over OAP homes” (Star, January 22) and 
would like the chance to put set the record straight. 

The sheltered housing service has to be restructured. People 
are living longer, remaining active and are able-bodied well 
into their later years. Evidently, needs are changing and our 
strategy has to change to take this into account; to do nothing 
is not an option. 

It is ludicrous to have a couple aged 55, who both go out to 
work, living in a sheltered housing scheme with daily visits 
by a warden. We have, therefore, raised the minimum age for 
admission to 65. This is long overdue. There will obviously 
have to be some flexibility for defined medical reasons or 
where there are special support needs. 

The re-allocated schemes will not be made available to 
anyone on the housing list. As units become vacant,they will 
be earmarked for letting to older people and, in any case, will 
be let with great sensitivity for the elderly neighbours. The 
scenario envisaged by Mrs Norcott where a young family 
move in next door to a 98-year-old woman will simply not be 
allowed to happen. 

I will visit Netteswellbury Farm in the next fortnight to 
answer questions and discuss the changes with Mrs Norcott 
and the other petitioners. 

Any changes will be phased in over one year. No resident 
will be forced or pressured to move and all will still have the 
Careline service with emergency pull cords and alarm button 
pendants, with instant voice communication with Careline 
through the wall-mounted microphone/loudspeaker. 

They will also continue to receive any other service or 
support as at present, from a variety of providers, for which 
- 1 they pay charges. Even in the re¬ 
allocated schemes, a weekly visit by a 
warden will continue if required. 
Cessation of daily visits will bring an 
appropriate reduction in service 
charges. 

Withdrawing warden service from 
eight schemes will enable us to re¬ 
organise the wardens’ working 
patterns to deliver a more efficient 
service. 

I was amazed by Les Cohen’s ill- 
informed outburst. We do not aim to 
sell off the re-allocated schemes. 

Most of the units will continue to be 
occupied and will be needed for the 
older transfer applicants on our 
register. Mr Coben should come in 
and speak with me and with our 
housing managers in order to get a 
better understanding of what is 
happening. 

Leasing coin-operated washing

I at no cost to the council. At present, 
several of our machines are old and 
worn and are costing between £10k 
and £17k a year to patch up. This 
cannot continue. 

A working party was set up by the 
housing committee to check in detail 
the criteria for re-allocating the eight 
least-sustainable schemes. Those 
named in the report may not 
necessarily be the ones which 
members will agree in the coming 
week.

THE future of Tye Green 
Indoors Bowls Club could be 
under threat if Harlow 
Council presses ahead with 
plans to impose parking 
charges. 

The club, off Tillwicks Road, 
fears that changing a nearby free 
car park into a pay-and-display 
will drive members away and put 
off visiting players. 

It could mean bowlers having to 
fork out up to £3.80 to park for a few 
hours, with players from visiting clubs 
feeding up to £6 into the meter for a 
four- to 12-hour stay. 

Club secretary Danny Dodds said: 
“Our members won’t come here if they 
have to pay to park. 

“Games can last up to three hours 
and if we host a visiting club they’re 
usually here from about 2pm and then 
will stay to have a meal with us, so 
there’s no way they’ll want to pay to 
park for that long. 

“If we lose players it will seal the 
fate of the club.” 

The council is to consult on a series 
of proposals, including introducing 
meters at Bush Fair, The Stow and Old 
Harlow, which could generate an esti¬ 
mated £150,000 each year.

The last time the authority discussed 
introducing parking fees for Bush Fair 
was in 2006, when the club submitted 
a petition of more than 700 signatures 
in opposition. 

Mr Dodds added: “We know it’s a 
local authority car park but if they 
make it a pay-and-display the club will 
fold within a year. 

“We’ve got over a thousand mem¬ 
bers, most of whom are retired and 
won’t be able to afford it. Without 
them, financially the club won’t be 
able to sustain itself.”

Lorna Spenceley said: “The council 
leadership needs to take away the 
message loud and clear from Harlow 
people that if there’s opposition to the 
move to fortnightly rubbish collec¬ 
tion, it’s not because residents don’t 
care about the environment. 

“It’s because they haven’t been 
consulted about the practical details 
of how the scheme will work or 
whether they can store the bins the 
council is telling them they must 
have.” 

More than 80 per cent said they 
opposed the introduction of wheeled 
bins. But of those 
who said ‘no’, sixty 
per cent said they 
would support the 
plans if they were 
good for the envi¬ 
ronment and nearly 
66 per cent of peo¬ 
ple said they wanted 
to see more recy¬ 
cling in Harlow. 

Only 13 per cent 
said they had room 
to store the new bins 
comfortably and 40 
per cent said they 
would have nowhere 
to put othem at all. 

Environment and 
community commit¬ 
tee chairman Eddie 
Johnson questioned 
the validity of the 
survey, saying it 
failed to point out 
food waste would 
still be collected 
weekly. 

“If you ask peo¬ 
ple if they are 
against fortnightly 
collections then of 
course they are 
going to say yes,” he 
said, adding the 
council would look 
into providing alter¬ 
native arrangements 
for people who were 
unable to store 
wheeled bins.

Amwell roundabout and the 
Roydon Road junction in 
Stanstead Abbotts. 

Motorists faced long delays 
on Monday morning as a 
result of the closure, which 
also affected traffic heading 
south on the nearby A10. 

The road was opened at 
lunchtime after police crash 
investigators completed their 
inquiries.

A BREAST cancer 
survivor has praised the 
service that supported her 
during her time of need 
and put her on the road to 
recovery. 

Stephanie Hargreaves (48), 
from the Staple Tye area of 
Harlow, was diagnosed with 
the disease three years ago and 
her life seemed to go on a 
downward spiral.

I was just a person on the 
street but she listened to all of my 
problems, big and small. 

“Jacqui was a lifeline. She rang me 
every day throughout this time to 
have a chat and check I was okay. 
She even came with me and held 
my hand when I had my first 
chemo session and was with me for 
my surgery appointments.” 
Eventually Stephanie was offered a 
permanent one-bedroom bungalow 
and, with the help of Macmillan 
grants, she was able to buy much- 
needed essentials such as a fridge 
and a cooker.

girls in mobile home

A FURIOUS father has accused Essex 
County Council of discrimination after 
it refused to continue providing his chil¬ 
dren with free school transport because 
they live in temporary accommodation. 

Shaun Goane, who has been living in a 
mobile home in Three Horseshoes Road with 
daughters Lucy (15) and Victoria (13) for just 
over a year, was shocked when he received a 
letter from County Hall saying the girls would 
no longer be eligible to travel on the bus serv¬ 
ice to and from Mark Hall School. 

The council said it was under “enormous pres¬ 
sure” to keep within tight budgets and would be 
unable to provide transport unless Mr Goane 
obtained permanent accommodation in the area. 

“I think it’s absolutely disgusting that they can 
discriminate against us in this way,” he said. “Why 
should it make any difference if the girls are living in 
temporary accommodation? 

“They still need to get to school and have the right 
to an education. No doubt I would be hit with a big 
fine if they couldn’t get in every morning. 

“They’re good girls and they’re doing really well 
at Mark Hall, but if they can’t get to school I’m wor¬ 
ried their education will really start to suffer.”

An Essex County Council spokeswoman said Mr 
Goane had been warned his daughters’ free transport 
would be stopped if he failed to find permanent 
accommodation and claimed he had recently turned 
down an offer of a house from Harlow Council, 
although this is disputed. 

“It was made clear at the outset that the transport 
could not go on indefinitely and was conditional upon 
Mr Goane applying for permanent accommodation,” 
she said. “If he can provide evidence that he has not 
been offered permanent accommodation in the inter¬ 
vening 14 months, we would be happy to reconsider 
his case.” 

Mr Goane said: “If I had been offered a house, do 
they think I would have sat around in a mobile home 
for the past 14 months?”

RESIDENTS claim the street 
in which they live has been 
turned into a danger zone 
because of work being done 
in the area. 

They say drivers in Harlow’s 
Moorfields estate are being forced 
to go the wrong way around a one¬ 
way system because work vehicles 
are blocking the road. 

Three Valleys Water is replacing 
pipes in the area at the same time as 
council contractors are ripping down 
garages for redevelopment. 

But their vehicles have been 
blocking cars and affecting access to 
the hundreds of homes in the cul-de- 
sac, which only has one way in and 
out. 

Householder Bill Rumsey (49) 
said: “It’s impossible to live here at 
the moment and it is lethally danger¬ 
ous. You can only go round one way 
once you have gone in but people 
often have to reverse and turn around 
because a vehicle is blocking the 
road. 

“I have complained to the high¬ 
ways department at Essex County 
Council but they say it is nothing to 


do with them.” 

A Three Valleys Water spokes¬ 
woman said the company apologised 
for inconvenience caused by the 
work being undertaken as part of a 
replacement programme of nearly 
15km of pipes in the Potter Street, 
Moorfields, Joyners Field and 
Brockles Mead areas. 

“Moorfields is a narrow one-way 
street and we are aware that there 
have been some access difficulties,” 
she said. “We would like to thank 
customers for their co-operation.” 

The water works are due to be 
completed on February 13 while 


council work, which started on 
November 24, is due to take six 
months and will result in the creation 
of 30 new garages and 38 parking 
spaces. 

A council spokesman said: “It is 
unfortunate that drainage repairs are 
being carried out by Three Valleys 
Water at the same time as building 
work in the area. 

“We will be making contact with 
Three Valleys Water to see if we can 
minimise any disruption being 
caused. We apologise for any incon¬ 
venience residents may be experi¬ 
encing at the moment.”

All west Essex GPs have access to the Choose and 
Book system which allows people to choose the hospital 
or clinic they attend and book the date and time. 

This choice of hospital could be one that is closer to 
family and friends making it easier for them to visit. Or it 
could be one that means being seen quicker than at a 
local hospital. 

Kirsty Boettcher, director of strategic commissioning at 
NHS West Essex, said: “Choose and Book allows you to 
choose any hospital in England - NHS or independent - 
paid for by the NHS. 

”lf you want more time to consider your choices you can 
take away an appointment request letter and book later 
or book directly with the hospital over the phone.” 


It's your choice 


There are occasions when people need to be seen more 
quickly, for example seeing a cancer specialist or if they 
have severe chest pain. The GP will send them to the 
place they will be seen most quickly. 

The only exception to people being able to Choose and 
Book is when they need to see a mental health specialist 
or see someone about a pregnancy. 

Kirsty added: “Next time you visit your GP and need to be 
referred to a specialist, talk to them about the choices 
available to you.” 

Shorter waiting times 

It was not long ago that waiting months for care and 
treatment in hospitals was the norm. NHS has been 
working with local hospitals to make sure that this 
changes. 

Now when a GP refers someone to a specialist, their 
care and treatment will be carried out within 18 weeks. 
This includes hospital appointments, tests, scans and 
other procedures which may be necessary. 

To be seen within 18 weeks patients need to make sure 
they are available for appointments, tests and treatment. 
They will be given the opportunity to agree the date and 
time of their visits. 

NHS West Essex’s medical director Dr Rory McCrea 
said: “Nowadays patients get faster access to treatment 
and care meaning earlier relief of pain and discomfort. 
’’They have an important part to play in making sure that 
their treatment plan goes smoothly and without delay. 
When they book their first appointment they will need to 
make sure they are available during the 18 weeks to 
attend any appointments. So for example if they have a 
holiday or special event planned during the 18 week 
period they should tell their GP.” 


Anyone who is unable to attend an agreed appointment 
or go for their treatment should tell the hospital 
immediately so their appointment can be offered to 
someone else. 

Those who do not turn up for their first appointment or 
who cancel should be aware that they may be sent back 
to their GP and might have to start the process over 
again. 

Improved access to primary health care 

Getting to see your doctor has been made easier thanks 
to an agreement reached between local GP practices 
and NHS West Essex. 

Routine appointments can now be made early in the 
morning (before 8am), in the evenings (after 6.30pm) and 
on Saturday mornings at the majority of surgeries in west 
Essex, depending on the hours agreed with NHS West 
Essex. 

Many practices also offering appointments to see the 
practice nurse of healthcare assistant. 

NHS West Essex’s Uttlesford locality director Toni Coles 
said: “With practices offering longer opening hours 
patients can book a routine appointment to see a GP 
from their practice. 

“For many of our patients this means they now have an 
opportunity to see a GP from their practice outside 
working hours at a time that is more convenient to them.” 
She added: “Patients will also be able to access their 
practices to make and cancel appointments, order repeat 
prescriptions, obtain test results and make general 
enquiries during these hours. 

’’Overall the extended hours offered will further improve 
patient access to their general practice.” 

The majority of practices will have both GPs and nurses 
or health care assistants working during the extended 
hours period.

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Drug dealer's 
prison let-off 


A FORK-lift driver caught 
by undercover police hand¬ 
ing over a £20 wrap of crack 
cocaine has been spared jail 
because he got a job. 

Instead, Paul Vanderhoven ( 40 ), 
of Fold Croft, Harlow, was given a 
12 -month sentence, suspended 
for 18 months. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub, sitting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Thursday, told him: “I am going to 
take an unusual course in that you are 
an unusual defendant in drugs supply. 
Although a victim of a drug habit, you 
are employed.” 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, said that 
on October 16 last year a police offi¬ 
cer, acting as a test purchaser, made a 
number of calls to someone he knew 
only as ‘Ben’. 

“Those calls went unanswered but 
he received a call back and a £20 crack 
cocaine deal was arranged,” said Mr 
Lakin. “He was told where to go and 
to look out for his runner in a blue 
Escort. 

"He went to The Hides area and 
found the vehicle, where he got in. The 
driver, Vanderhoven, spoke about the 
arrangement and the officer purchased 
a single wrap for £20. It was found to 
be 246mlgs of crack cocaine, of 36 per 
cent purity. 


The court heard that Vanderhoven 
had been jailed in 2000 for drugs 
offences. But Charles Corbett, in miti¬ 
gation, said he was now working and 
providing for his two children and his 
parents. 


A DRUG dealer who came to 
Harlow to sell his wares was left 
seriously injured after being 
beaten up by other dealers for 
operating on their patch. 

Nicholas Balasal suffered facial 
injuries during the attack, 
Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told on Thursday. 

Balasal, of Tolsford Road, 
Clapton, pleaded guilty to 
supplying drugs in the Staple Tye 
area of Harlow. 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, said 
that on November 6 last year, a 
police officer involved in a ‘test 
purchase’ operation was in Staple 
Tye in the company of two other 
men. 


Imposing a six-month drug rehabil¬ 
itation order and a three-month curfew 
from 7pm-5am, the judge warned 
him: “If you’re seen out by police after 
the curfew or someone tips the wink, 
you will go straight to prison.” 


“The officer took the view that 
what was taking place involved 
drugs and one of the males 
signalled him over and he was 
given two wraps, one of 
diamorphine and the other of 
crack cocaine.” 

Jailing Balasal for two years, 
judge Anthony Goldstaub said: 
“Drugs corrode and weaken the 
fabric of society. They are the 
manager of the engine of other 
crimes. 

“You have been badly beaten up 
by other criminals because, it 
seems, you had been dealing on 
their patch. Those who deal show 
no mercy and can expect little 
mercy from the courts.”

Learning 
hostel to 


disabilities 
get revamp 


A HOSTEL in Harlow for 
adults with learning dis¬ 
abilities is set to be closed 
and rebuilt in a shake-up 
of welfare provision 
throughout the county. 

A total of 20 people live in 
the four Essex County 
Council-owned cottages in 
Berecroft, where they are 
given around-the-clock care 
and support. 

But under plans due to be rati¬ 
fied by the authority next month, 
the hostel is due to be shut and 
transformed into apartments 
offering ‘supported living’ 
arrangements which will still 
offer 24/7 care but in individual 
properties. 

The news has worried one par¬ 
ent who fears those in the hostel 
could be housed outside Harlow 
while the work is undertaken, 
with no guarantee of moving 
back when the project is finished. 

“I think [Essex County 
Council ] is trying to do the best it 
can but some of the residents 
have elderly carers who would 
find it very difficult to travel to 
somewhere outside of Harlow,” 
she said

“They are going to have to 
move out ... it’s so hush-hush, 
nobody knows what is going on.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
woman said it is working closely 
with residents and families 
regarding the changes, plans to 
move people out by Easter or 
early summer and added that 
‘solutions’ would be found 
regarding housing them when the 
project is finalised. 

“Plans are still being finalised 
but, for the foreseeable future, 
residents and their families will 
have the chance to discuss hous¬ 
ing options as well as visit differ¬ 
ent types of housing to see 
which provides the best solution 
for their own particular circum¬ 
stances,” she said. 

“Each resident is being 
assessed and reviewed and a solu¬ 
tion will be found according to 
their individual needs and wish¬ 
es, in either permanent supported 
living accommodation or at 
another Essex County Council 
hostel. Where appropriate, they 
will be housed locally.”

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Wife-beater is 
set free after 
opting for jail 

A MAN who admitted assaulting 
and threatening to kill his wife 
has chosen to go to jail instead of 
serving a suspended sentence. 

But the 40-year-old, who cannot 
be identified for legal reasons, 
walked free because he has 
already served more than half of 
the seven-month term in custody. 
Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
the man’s wife, now 38, had also 
made allegations of rape and 
intimidation against him, but no 
evidence was offered on those 
charges last Wednesday. 

The court heard that during a 
domestic dispute, he put his 
hands around his wife’s neck and 
squeezed her face before grabbing 
a knife and telling her: “I’m 
going to ****ing kill you.” 

Their children aged five and 11 
were in the house and the eldest 
witnessed the incident on March 
5 last year, the court heard. 
Having been taken to a women’s 
refuge, the wife then complained 
of being raped during a five-year 
period and later alleged an 
incident of “intimidation.” 

Judge Turner said: “The events in 
this court do not do much credit 
for you or your wife. She has 
misled the authorities and the 
court in an allegation of rape and 
alleged intimidation. 

“Your conduct puts you in a bad 
light - your two children were 
due to give evidence. I am not as 
naive to think there are not two 
sides to any domestic argument, 
but she didn’t deserve the 
conducted meted out to her.”

PETER Sollett’s unabashedly 
romantic comedy harnesses the 
magic of falling giddily in love when 
you least expect it.

First time screenwriter Lorene Scafaria 
adapts Rachel Cohn and David Levithan’s 
novel with a light touch, fleshing out the 
adorable lead characters and their quirky 
friends with a smattering of snappy 
dialogue. 

And what Sollett’s film may lack in 
originality it makes up for in charm, relying 
on strong performances from Michael Cera 
and Kat Dennings to have us rooting for 
Nick and Norah right up to the final frame.

ONE of the great things about Harlow 
is the sheer multiformity of its 
ludicrously fertile music scene. 

Our humble town has nurtured 
everything from doom metal to post¬ 
calypso ska-funk.

Asian take on familiar gang turf 



BABY 

(Showbox Home Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Billing Baby as an Asian-American Boyz N The Hood 
is halfway right, although this film is more concerned 
with a single individual’s moral crisis than that of an 
entire community. 

Growing up in East LA with no mother and a drunk 
for a father, Baby is just 11 when he’s taken under the 
wing of a local gang after witnessing a murder. 

His apprenticeship in crime continues in youth prison 
until he’s freed at 18 and returns to his old ’hood; 
flirting briefly with the drudgery of a straight McJob, 
he’s soon looking for old friends who have moved up 
and joining new ones on the rise. 

Writer/director Juwan Chung allows his camera to 
watch Baby (David Huynh) in long moments of silent 
contemplatation, adding a little of the sorrowful tone 
of, say, Abel Ferrara’s King Of New York. 

He’s also confident enough to make the troubled 
youth a conflicted and often weak character rather 
than a simple cipher of redemption the audience can 
root for, adding an additional edge as Baby attempts 
to determine how to be a man and tries to reconnect 
with the lost optimism of his past.

THE TATTOOIST 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Sam {Evil Dead ) Raimi’s Ghost House Pictures 
oversaw this slow-burning, engaging New Zealand 
supernatural spook show by Peter Burger, which 
takes it’s time to get going but repays patience with 
some artfully drawn shudders. 

In a moment of madness, vagabond American 
tattooist Jake (Jason Behr) steals a traditional Samoan 
tattooing tool and then heads to New Zealand to 
return it - but before he can do so, he finds everyone 
he’s tattooed since the theft has died in agony as the 
designs keep growing until people are leaking ink out 
their ears with flesh the consistency of wet tissue. 

His only chance to save newfound, and newly inked, 
Maori lover Sina is to figure out what the malevolent 
spirit wants - a quest which takes him into a long- 
buried crime and a community’s enduring shame. 

It’s sometimes hard to tell whether Burger’s more 
interested in the history of Polynesian tattooing than 
in jangling the nerves, but once the film settles down 
and the grisly, creatively mounted deaths begin he 
keeps a sure grip on his material. 

Extras include brief features on traditional tattooing 
and designing the art for Behr’s improbably sculpted 
torso.

THE FAN 

(BFI, PG, retail) 

With an adaptation co-written by the legendary 
Dorothy Parker, director Otto Preminger made 
something altogether more poignant of Oscar Wilde’s 
frothy comedy of wits and manners, Lady 
Windermere’s Fan. 

Seeking to regain possession of a fan found in the 
wreckage of Blitzed London, elderly Mrs Erlynne 
(Madeleine Carroll) enlists the reluctant aid of Lord 


Darlington (George Sanders) and the pair lose 
themselves in a bitter-sweet recollection of their 
shared past with the fan’s first owner, the now- 
deceased Lady Windermere. 

The screenplay revels in its playful, witty dialogue and 
an excellent cast deliver crisp performances. Carroll is 
particularly fine, making her first entrance as a feisty 
pensioner before revealing her former self as a rather 
brazen ‘adventuress’, all the time colouring her 
character with sly and subtle shades of emotion as 
her real mission and motivations surface. 

A delightful extra feature on this disc, as well as an 
immaculate booklet, is the 1916 silent version.

WHO KILLED TEDDY BEAR 

(Network, 15, retail) 

Refused a certificate by the BBFC in 1965, Who Killed 
Teddy Bear’s themes of sexual stalking, obscene 
phone calls, lesbianism and implied incest seem so 
coy now you might wonder what the fuss was about. 
Sal Mineo {Rebel With A Cause’s gentle Plato) is a 
muscle-bound bus boy, obsessed with pretty young 
DJ Norah (Juliette Prowse), who spends most of the 
film growing paranoid and turning on those around 
her as her persecutor becomes steadily bolder. 

Mineo gives a quietly creepy and brave performance, 
playing against his matinee idol looks, there’s a lot of 
fascinating footage of New York at the time plus some 
great rapid-fire dialogue. 

Extras include a Mineo-starring episode of ’60s legal 
drama Court Martial, the hilarious anti-drugs short 
LSD: Insight Or Insanity narrated by Mineo, stills and 
original publicity materials.

DRIFTWOOD 

(Anchor Bay Entertainment, 15, retail) 

This prison-set tale of revenge from beyond the grave 
can’t seem to decide whether it wants to play it for 
chills or for broader entertainment. 

Sent off to a private ‘readjustment camp’ following 
the death of his older brother, 16-year-old David finds 
a sadistic regime in which warden Captain Kennedy 
(WWF lunk Diamond Dallas Page) rules with a fist of 
iron for his own personal enrichment. 

With the subsequent unearthing of a long-buried 
crime, Driftwood aims for the likes of Prison and The 
Devil’s Backbone but Page is unfortunately too 
cartoonish a villain to convince and whatever 
atmosphere is conjured is usually swiftly dispelled.

TOOTH & NAIL 

(Showbox Home Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Writer/director Mark Young’s post-apocalyptic thriller 
starts out sloppily enough (the world abruptly runs 
out of petrol and suddenly it’s all Mad Max 2 out 
there?) and barrels downhill from there. 

The various survivors all go by risible nicknames 
(Viper, Nova, Neon) and have decided the best place 
to hole up is a huge hospital with many entrances - 
just as well they’re only being hunted by the 
particularly dozy ‘Reavers’, a band of feral 
gastronomes who’ve turned cannibal. 

Chief among the marauders are Michael Madsen, 
looking tubby enough to be scoffing an adult a day all 
by himself, and Vinnie Jones, whose gurning, shouty 
presence in any film is fast coming to be a cultural 
safety warning in its own right.

B igger but not too big, 
faster but not too fast, 
plusher but not too 
plush — Ford’s Ka 
treads a fine line in second- 
generation guise. 

Ford was hesitant to replace the 
Ka. It has the highest loyalty levels 
of any car thanks to a 12-year 
production run for the first 
generation and an iconic shape that 
if you loved, you really loved. 
Nearly 1.5m have been sold, 500,000 
of those in the UK, where it has 
been the citycar segment leader 
since 2000. The Mk2 model doesn’t 
have its predecessor’s love-it-or- 
hate-it Marmite appeal, but it’s 
unquestionably a better car. 

The original Ka was renowned for 
its go-kart-like handling and its 
replacement has been designed to 
be just as fun to drive. Ford’s 
experts have tuned the suspension, 
steering and chassis with their 
usual attention to detail and final 
testing was conducted using public 
roads, proving grounds and race 
tracks. Information was exchanged 
with the team developing the 
Fiesta, and certain components, 
such as the tyres, were jointly 
developed for both models. 


The 1.2-litre 69PS Duratec petrol 
engine is a huge improvement on 
the wheezy old 1.3 used in the first 
Ka, while the 75PS 1.3-litre 
Duratorq TDCi turbodiesel is a 
good option for those likely to cover 
larger mileages. 

You might mistake this Ka as a 
shrunken version of the Fiesta 
supermini from the outside, but 
inside it’s very much its own car. 
Bold contrasts and expressive 
colours reflect the more 
adventurous tastes of the typical 
Ka customer. These are combined 
with some imaginative design 
details to give the interior a 
fashionable and fun personality. 


The old Ka wasn’t roomy and 
practical, and the second 
generation isn’t huge of course, but 
it’s a huge improvement. There’s 
surprisingly generous space and 
comfortable accommodation for 
four adults and their belongings, 
though back-seat legroom will 
depend on the front-seat passenger 
not resembling a basketball player. 
The high seating position, carefully 
placed controls and excellent 
visibility should make this Ka easy 
to drive for all ages. 

And safety? Well, at the heart of 
the vehicle is a bodyshell which 
provides a strong, stable crash 
structure to protect passengers in 


case of an accident. This has been 
combined with an Intelligent 
Protection System (IPS) integrating 
airbags, restraint systems and 
seating technologies to provide 
what Ford claims is a highly 
effective occupant safety system. 
Buyers choose from four trim 
levels: Studio, Style, Style+ and 
Zetec, plus there are various option 
packs to consider. Specify the 
Connectivity Kit and the Ka comes 
equipped with Bluetooth mobile 
phone connectivity, a USB port to 
play music files through the sound 
system and steering wheel controls. 
Combine this with the six-speaker 
CD sound systems on offer and 


owners should have all the 
necessary equipment to keep 
passengers connected and 
entertained. Unique among 
citycars, this Ka also offers heated 
windscreen and heated seats, 
invaluable for safe and comfortable 
driving in winter. 

A citycar like this has to be cheap 
to run and kind to the 
environment, and Ford loudly 
proclaims this Ka to be both. Of the 
two economical, low-emission 
engines on offer, the vast majority 
of sales will be of the 1.2-litre 
petrol unit, which has cut fuel 
consumption by 21 per cent 
compared to the old 1.3-litre Ka. 
With this in mind, it’s hard to see 
too many Ka customers being able 
to cover mileages great enough to 
make the savings that would justify 
the premium being asked for the 
1.3-litre turbodiesel. Still, the 
TDCi’s combined fuel consumption 
figure of 67.2mpg is tempting. Both 
petrol and diesel models are 
available with sub-120g/km C02 
emissions. 

This Ka may not quite have the 
cheeky spirit of the original, but it 
has all the tools necessary to retain 
Ford’s leadership in the UK citycar 
segment.
